I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a probe medium, classified in class 536, subclass 24.3. 

II. Claims 10-12, drawn to a method of producing a probe medium, classified in 
class 436, subclass 94. 

III. Claim 13, drawn to a method of immobilizing a probe on a substrate, classified in 
class 435, subclass 287.2. 

IV. Claim 14, drawn to a detection element, classified in class 435, subclass 287.2. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

1 . Inventions I and IV are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- final 
product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate 
product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are patentably distinct 
(MPEP § 806. 05Q). In the instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful as a 
solution-phase probe where no immobilization occurs, and the inventions are deemed patentably 
distinct because there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 

2. Inventions III and IV are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by a materially different process such as by hand. 

3. Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, 
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and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions are 
drawn to different methods that are comprised of different method steps and which result in 
different end products. 

4. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by a materially different process such as by normal cellular 
physiology. More specifically, the probe is not required to be labeled, of any size range, or free 
of genomic material Accordingly, the probe medium is fairly encompassed by genomic 
sequences found within the normal bioorganic molecules of the cell. 

5. Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 

§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the product as claimed can be sued in a materially different 
process such as molecular weight standards in gel electrophoresis. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, and because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
